Cenrressional Proceedings. 
By Associated Press, | 


Wasaineron, Aug 26.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day the memorandum offered 
vesterday by Aldrich fixing the time 
for the consideration of and voting on 
the Tariff bill was presented. After 
some discussion it was agreed to by 
unanimous consent. 

The conference report on the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill was read. 

The paragraph in regard to reservoir 
sites, which reserves from entry all 
such sites, was criticised by Sanders, 
who thanked the Senate conferees 
ironically for having sacrificed the in- 
terests of the people of Montana to the 
insatiable maw of the House. 

Allison defended the action of the 
Senate conferees. He explained the 
extreme difficulty which they encoun- 
tered dealing with the subject. He 
reviewed briefly the history of the 
irrigation survey, and charged that the 
House was responsible for engrafting 
the reservations in the arid land pro- 
vision in the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill in 1888, thereby causing all 
the trouble. He avowed it aa having 
heen the intention af the Senate con- 
ferees to have the whole irrigation 
scheme wiped out of existence as far 
as possible, but they had heen con- 
fronted by people who insisted that 
the survey should go on and become a 
part of the settled and permanent pol- 
icy of the Government. The result 
has been the provision now propa@ted 
to be inserted in the Sundry Civil bil’. 
That provision was not what he would 
have wished it to be. It was not what 
the Senate conferees wished, but it 
was the best solution they could 
secure. 

Reagan defended the past action of 
Congress in the matter of reserving the 
reservoir sites from settlement, and 
said that if it bad not been for that 
reservation those lands would be held 
by speculators and syndicatés. 

After some debate the conference re- 
port was agreed to and the Tariff bill 
was again taken up. 

HOUSE.

About a million 
of brick will be received to-day and 
these will be the last shipments until 
the boycott of the Knights of Labor 
against the Verplank factory is raised. 
The manufacturers are determined 
and well organized and have estab- 
lished a fund for the payment of pen- 
alties which individual manufacturers 
may incur by not filling their con- 
tracts. If tbe boycott is persisted in 
by the Knights of Labor, nearly one 
hundred thousand men will be thrown
